Reds Vote General

BERLIN, April 6 ‘(via Copenha- 
gen.)—-Bavaria, or rather Munch, 
has experienced her third revolu- 
tion, from which has emerged a 
full-fledged Bolshevist or communist 
State. When the Spartacides ‘n 
Augsburg Friday publicly demanded 
the removal of the present govern- 
ment establishment the unbridied 
communism of the central council 
in Munich knew the long-looked-for 
chance had come.

Before that she was in 
charge of British hospitals on the 
Russian front. from which she es- 
caped with Dr. Masaryk and hig par- 
ty. They crossed Siberia into Amer- 
ica. where Dr. Masaryk pleaded the 
cause of free Czecho-Slovakia. 

Lady Paget returned almost im- 
mediately to England, but it was 
not long before she was looking to

TO AID CZECHS. 


“I became. interested in the 
Czechs,” she said in Paris today, 
“during Bruesiloff’s drive on the 
Russian front, when 300,000 Czecho- 
Plovaks came over to our side. I 
left for Prague two months ago to 
wee what form of relief was most 
neecessary. their new country 
might get on its feet.” 
Now Lady Paget is back to or- 
an expedition of forty work- 
ers to go back into Czecho-Slovakia. 
“I have undertaken to assist the 
Czecho-Slovak government in organ- 
igation and adminietration of re- 
lief work in Slovakia during the 
months of May, June and July,” she 
continued in explanation of her plan. 
“I will have a staff of forty work- 
ers trained in the various branches 
of sanitary and social work. Their 
duty will be to advise and train peo- 
Ple who are anxious to become so- 
cial workers, sanitary inspectors, 
trained nugses and to administer re- 
lief through local committees and 
authorities where sucn exist.”

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NEW SENSATION 
IN SPOOK CASE. 


First of Accused Mediums to 
be Tried Tomorrow. 


Evidence Alleged to 
Have been Found. 


Investigators Uncover Acts. of 
So-called Ring? 


New and startling information 
relating to the so-called spirit 
medium ring, has been uncovered 
by investigators of the District At- 
torney's office, it was declared yes- 
terday, and will be part of the 
testimony of the prosecution in the 
case against Carlos de Alvandros, 
Brazilian spirit medium and law- 
yer, who will go on trial tomorrow 
before Judge Cralg on ghe charge 
of larceny by trick and device. It 
is charged that he helped trick John 
Schroeder out of $600 In the sale of 
bogus stock in the “Irish Mining and 
Milling Company.” P. H. “Paddy” 
Kean, head of the Apostolic Spiritual! 
Church, was jointly accused with 
Alvandros by the county grand jury. 

According to information in the 


hands of the District Attorney's of- 
fice, Mr. Schroeder visited both 


are spirit mediums, and obtained 
advice from them regarding certain 
husiness deals. It was said that 
Mr. Schroeder was advised that he 
would soon make considerable 
money on a mining deal. It is al- 
leged that G. B. Mohr, a broker, 
who was also indicted. actually 
transferred bogus stock to Mr. 
Schroeder. 


“DEAR SAM” LETTERS. 


_The other trials will begin on 
Thureday. Among the indictments 
ln one in which Kean, Alvandros 
and Mrs. Jean Lounsberry are ac- 
bh. | cused of extortion from Samuel I. 
Wilson, a bean grower of Santa Ana. 
This indictment is based on the 
“Dear Sam” letters, which were 
written by Mrs. Lounsberry to Wil- 
son, it is said, demanding that he 
give her various sums, among them 
$5000, to leave California. 

It was disclosed by the grand jury 
investigation that Kean made ar- 
rangements to rent a house at 42% 
West Twenty-seventh street for the 
use of Mrs. WLounsberry, then at 
Erie, Pa.. according to her state- 
ments. This howse was later given 
up by Kean and Mrs. Lounsberry, 
when, it is alleged, Wilson failed to 
pay the rent. It was about a month 
later that Reuben Fogel, a wealthy 
broker, was found clubbed to death 
in the same house. 


WANTED SOUL MATE. 


Another Indictment against Kean 
and <¢lvangros charges them with 
larceny by trick and device. It is 
alleged that they took various sums, 
aggregating about $1000, from Isaac 
(Levy) Smith, a farmer, part of 
which was to pay them for a “soul 
mate.” In this indictment they are 
also charged with getting by trick 
of $600 from 
Thomas Katsrna. another farmer, 
and an additional $150 from John 
Schroeder. 

It is believed that the attitude of 
the prosecution in the various cases 
against Kean, Alvandros, Mrs. 
Lounsberfty and G. B. Mohr, will 
hinge largely upon the result of the 
trial to begin. tomorrow. C. I. Belt 


will act as counsel for Afvandros 
and Deputy District Attorney 
Charles W. Fricke will prosecute. 


It is also thought that the trials 
will bring out additional facts to be 
used in a subsequent investigation 
of the Fogel murder case.

FRAME-UP, HE SAYS. 


TOMMY BURNS, RELEASED 
FROM CANADIAN ARMY,

Noah Brusso, better known af 
Tommy Burns, at one time heavy- 
weight champion of the world, was 
arrested at his home in this city, 
yesterday afternoon, by Police De- 
tectives Bean and Carrol, on a war- 
rant telegraphed from San Fran- 
cisco charging him with having is- 
sued a worthless check.

He arrived in this 
city from San Francisco, early Sun- 
day morning, after having secured 
bis release from the Canadian army, 
in which he served as a boxing in- 
structor. 

Although the local police have no 
information as to the offense for 
which the San Francisco police re- 
quested the prize fighter’s arrest, 
they were informed that the com- 
plaint against Brusso was sworn to 
hv George Young of the Stewart Ho- 
tel, San Francisco. Brusso stated 
yesterday that the entire matter is 
a frame-up. 

In his statement, Brusso doclared 
his arrest yesterday was the out- 
come of a bet of $250 which he 
placed on a horse race over a year 
ago. The race, he alleges, was nev-

'WELCOME FIRST 
OF FORTIETH. 


Headquarters and Postal De- 
tachments Arrive. 


Rousing Reception Given to 
Heroes at Station. 


Seventy Men Proceed South 
to be Disbanded. 


Under command of Lieut. 8S. Ih 
Harris of Olympia. Wash., two de- 
tachments of the Fortieth Division, 
which went from Camp Kearny to 
France in August, 1918, returned to 
Los Angeles last night on the Salt 
Lake line. After a stop-over of one 
hour they continued their journey 
to Camp Kearny, via Santa Fe. 

There were seventy men in the 
train. They make up the head- 
quarters and postal detatchments 
of the Fortieth Division, and are the 
first to reach camp after returning

CAPTURED HUN PLANES 
TO COME HERE FIRST. 


PLANS TOR BIG VICTORY LOAN 
FLYING CIRCUS ARE 
COMPLETED. 


DISPATCH.) 
SAN DIEGO, April 6.—There are 


eighteen American and foreign air- 
Planes at Rockwell Field, North 
Island, which will be taken on the 
coming western Victory Loan tour, 
leaving Rockwell Field April 10, and 
making Los Angeles their firet stop. 
They will then go to Fresno, San 
Francisco and up the Coast. The ex- 
act dates and other details of the 
schedule are to be given out Monday 
on receipt from Washington. The 
German Fokkers used were turned 


over to America after the signing of 
the armistice by the German govern- 
ment. 

There are among the planes three 
captured German Fokkers of the 
single-seater type, with 185 horse 
power Mercedes engines, 135 miles 
an hour speed, and the famous Amer- 
ican Lapere, 400 horse power Lib- 
erty motor, 132 miles an hour speed, 
also two British Spads, and several 
other American planes. 

Five famous American aviators, 
Maj.

Speaks in Glowing Terms of 
Our Part in Conflict.

Capt. John Jacob Astor, namesake 
of the American founder of the 
house of Astor, and a hero of the 
world war, arrived yesterday at the 
Alexandria from Chicago, with his 
wife, Lady Violet. They will remain Ny 
in the Southland for several months, + 
,;and plan to join other English ne- 
tables at Del Mar and Coronado, 
Capt. Astor, one of whose legs 
to be amputated as a result of war 
wounds, is recuperating from four 
years on the battle front. 

Capt. Astor entered the war with 
the First Lifeguards of the British 
army, and in October, 1914, Was 
wounded at Messines Ridge in the 
right elbow. At Cambrai, last Sep- 
tember, where he was in command 
of the Royal Garrison Artillery, a 
shell struck near by, wounding Aim 
so badly that his right leg had to q 
be amputated. 

Capt. Astor walks on crutéhes, 
are not the ordinary wooden Kk 
but a new variety that clamp onte 
his aris at the elbow.

house, and, as the Chinaman says, 
taking therefrom one .41 Colts re- 
volver, $24 in money and a Chinese 
jade satickpin. 

“This house was entered by using 
a pass key and without a search 
warrant, as reported by Wong 
Quong to William Doran. a deputy 
Tiistrict Attorney, In my presence at 


about 1 p.m. Saturday. Doran said 
he would make a personal tnvestiga- 
tion of the affair.” 

Asked last night regarding Seret. 
Jarvie's statement, Deputy District 
Attorney Doran stated that Jarvis 
had been at his office with a China- 
man who sald his place had been 
raided, but that he was not at lib- 


erty to disclose the exact nature of 
the report which was made td him. 
He did say, however, that it had 
nothing to do with the Chinaman 
being knocked down and robbed of 
his keys or of other personal prop- 
erty.

OING DOWN.” 

The elevator which has carried com- 
modity and food prices easily and swiftly 
upward during the past three years has 
reached the top floor and is ready for the 
return trip. The conductor is a distin- 
guished soldier who kas fought in many a 
battle and who has never known defeat; 
none other than our old friend, Gol. Sup- 
ply-and-demand. 

The up-bound passengers have nearly all 
left the car. There are a few who were 
carried past their floor and are staying put 
until the operator opens the door for them 
at their proper level. Otherwise the faces 
of the occupants are familiar only to those 
who remember well. 4 

Up in Winnipeg, years ago, the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad assigned a pensioner to 
call the trains. The old man could never 
accustom himself to the newfangled system 
of announcing. He would stick his head 
in the door and yell, “All them that’s goin’ 
west had best get on.” The inference was 
unmistakable that if they didn’t “get on” 
they would be left behind. And just so, 
Col. Supply-and-demand, his hand on the 
starting lever, calls to his prospective pagr- 
sengers who are still enjoying the view 
from the roof of the building of High Costs, 
“Going Down.” 

It has been a long wait for the car, but it 
is surely ready for the drop. It is not an 
express elevator, even now, but there can 
be no mistaking the signs that we are on 
the verge of attaining new levels on a de- 
scending scale. Food is cheaper, steel and 
copper are cheaper and with them building 
costs in general are sliding. The govern- 
ment hag raised the embargo on cotton and 
wool and the consumer is taking notice of 
the possibilities of the new market. 

For months buyers have been hesitating 
to place orders for future delivery because 
they knew that whether or not prices did 
go down they should do so. For this hest- 
tation they have been criticised, but the 
men behind the stock shelves stood their 
ground. “Prices are too high,” they said, 
and they were. The buyers are still re- 
fusing to “load up” in spite of the mmproved 
conditions, “Prices are going down,” is the 
contention® They must go down. The rule 
of Col. Supply-and-dk d is positive, and 
not to be denied. 

When prices went up there was a reason 
for it. As a matter of fact there fs always 
a reason for price advance or decline, and 
that reason is supply-and-demand. No City 
Council, no Board of Trade nor produce ex- 
change ever yet successfully or permanently 
established the price of any food commodity 
on any other basis. Meats went up first be- 
cause we were sending them abroad: they 
stayed up because of inadequate supply, and 
the high cost of hay and grain; they will 
go down because range is growing, export 
slackening and supply increasing. The law 
of supply-and-demand is inexorable. 

Now the regulations imposed by war-tima 
necessities have been ahrogated; such at- 
tempts as were made to maintain war prices 
just “because” have failed, as they always 
do fall. The public is demanding food and 
wearing apparel at reasonable prices. They 
are willing to pay a fair profit but will not 
stand for profiteering. Seventy-cent butter 
is doomed; 60-cent sirlion is skidding: 15- 
cent bread Is over the top and coming down 
on the other side. There are no two,ways 
about it, prices ARE falling. 
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relief. It ig in process. The descent has 
commenced. It is slow thus far, but the 
new supplies are not yet here; the im- 
portant thing ‘is that a basis hag been ar- 
rived at; stabilization is going on; pro- 
ducers are speeding up; the irreducible 
minimum has been or is being or soon will 
be fixed. The necessities of life are 
cheaper. A bill for staple groceries for 
March shows a falling off of about 10 per 
cent. over the preceding month. There 
will be a further decrease in April. 

Another branch of endeavor which has 
been playing a waiting game is with the 
builders, Construction has been slow to 
respond to the demand, because the supply 
was pinched at its source by prices which 
were too high. The other day the steel 
corporation announced a material cut. 
Dwelling houses are not built of steel, yet 
the cut had an almost immediate effect 
upon the building trade in general. While 
contracts which had been pending for big 
work which did involve steel construction 
were stimulated, lumbermen and supply 
men of various ilk pricked up their ears and 
pencils and went to figuring. These cuts 
have not been radical. They are but feel- 
ers. Buyers are still holding off. “Prices 
will fall,” they say; “the end is but the be- 
ginning.” The point again is that the ele- 
vator is going down, amidst the loud ap- 
plause of the expectant passengers. 

Some commodities will be slower than 
others to feel the effect of the downward 
movement. These are the ones carried 
past their floors on the up trip, but in every 
case the colonel is willing to assume the 
blame. Shoes will not be cheaper because 
leather is scarce and labor cost exorbitant 
almost to the point of extortion. When 
more bottoms are released on the importa- 
tion of raw materials and when factory 
hands are content to work for less than the 
pre-war pay of a general manager, shoes 
will be cheaper. This is under the head of 
a hope deferred. Silks are still several 
floors above the home loft, but a good many 
of us can get along without silk if we have 
to. Those who can’t probably don't have 
to. 

Up to very recently woolen goods were 
included in the outlander list, but the 
woolen level ig next. There is a good deal 
of talk of scarcity, because there has been 
a dearth of high-grade wool and the mills 
lost several months’ production. This 
deficit is being overcome, and some fall 
goods are already offered at a reduction, 
although it will be next spring before there 
is a very noticeable cut in clothing coat. 

From a market that was almost nil in its 
inactivity cotton goods have commenced to 
move, and the buying public is listening in- 
tently for the first sound that makes a noise 
like a falling market. As domestic orders 
increase production will be speeded up, and 
with maximum production prices will re 
cede to something like normal, and America 
is the cheapest cotton producer in the 
world. 

Purope is still waiting for peace. Her 
armies, to a considerable extent, are still in 
the field, nonessentials are still under the 
ban. Meanwhile we have been cutting our 
cloth to fit a peacetime back. We are 
really leading the world in restoration and 
resumption, with the possible exception of 
Canada, which is setting a hot pace in the 
art of resuming by the expeditious process 


about 120 per cent.;

| WHAT ABOUT 
GRAPES AND HOPS?

WASHINGTON (D. C.) March 31. 
—It high-grade table syrups made 
from grapes and non-alcoholic wines 
made from the regular wine grapes 
prove to be popular with the Amer 
fean consuming public the California 
grape growers may be able to stay 
in business and prosper. 

Otherwise large numbers of them 
will probably have to go out of busi- 
ness, and hillside and desert lands, 
which are suitable for nothing but 
grape culture, will lie fallow. That 
is the way experts of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture size up the sit- 
uation of the grape farmer as it is 
ae by the coming of prohibi- 

n. 


The wine growers themselves look 
forward to July 1, 1919, with pro- 
found pessimism, Their vines, worth 
$100,000,000 to them, will, they de- 
clare, become about as valuable as 
so much honeysuckle. 

The grain and hop farmers, who 
have been supplying the breweries 
and distillers, are less shaken. The 
slight inconvenience that they will 
feel when the nation goes dry fades 
into nothingness beside the woes of 
the grape growers. 

Eighty-five per cent. of the wine 
made in the United States is from 
California grapes. It is not only the 
growers of the so-called wine grapes 
of California who will be affected by 
the ban on wines. The grape indus- 
try is more complicated than that. 
Only the first crop of raisin and ta- 
ble grapes—about two-fifths of the 
whole yield—can be used for raisin 
and table purposes. The second, in- 
ferior crop is used in brandy 
and fn fortifying sweet wines. This 
is why all California grape growers 
are agitated. They claim that the 
vineyard acres, which are mostly on 
hillsides and lands unsuited for 
truck cultivation, will be a total loss 
to them unless some ald is provided. 

All sorts of suggestions are offered 
and experiments made to heln the 
growers. The government, private 
enterprise and California trade and 
agricultural bodies are all racking 
their brains to find a practical and 
profitable way of conserving the 
$4,000,000 grape crop which will ma- 
ture In California this year. 

Unfortunately, the wine grape fs 
not an adaptable fruit. It is too full 
of juice and too thin-skinned ‘to be 
shipped for table use or dried It 
is too sweet to be used in grape 
juice, which is made of sour grapes 
and depends on sugar to give it body 
and sweetness. Moreover, other 
grape growers adequately handle the 
demand for grape juice, largely from 
New York vineyards. Grape juice 
made from wine grapes as an exX- 
periment was pronounced too rich 
and sweet to snit popular 
Grape sugar, another suggestion, has 
been declared impossible. 


Attention to sideline grape prod- 
nets, such as vinegar and potash, is 
recommended to the California grow- 
ers. The Department of Agriculture 
states that the United States is iz- 
norant of nine-tenths of the uses to 
which grapes may be put. In Europe 
the seed are used in making tannin, 
coloring matter, a coffee substitute 
and soap, and oil is extracted from 
them. Abundance of other materials 
in this country does not tend to 
make such conservation popular, but 
considering that the California grape 
crop averages 250,000 tons, reclaim- 
ing the seed ig a project worth study- 
ing. 

The government is now helping 
the grape growers to take up the 
culture of other kinds of grapes. 
Hothouse grapes raised indoors in 
England and Belgium and sold in 
this country for two and three dol- 
lars a pound can be raised out of 
doors in California and placed on the 
market at a lower price. 

The plan which seems most prom- 
ising for the near futifre Is to use 
our wine grapes for syrcp. This 
scheme has some drawbacks, Wine 
grapes are not raised cheaply, and 
syrup made from expensive grapes 
will necessarily be high—tts retafl 
price is figured at two dollars a gal- 
lon. It cannot, therefore, compete 
with cheaper syrups and can stuc- 
ceed as a commodity only if a mar- 
ket can be built up for it as a high- 
grede syrup similar to maple syrup. 
Fruit canners will be urged to make 
use of ft, as it is very sweet, and the 
canners already have machinery for 
its manufacture. It will take sev- 
erals years to establish the market 
for grape syrup and make ft popular. 
Still this is the most feasible use for 
the grape crop. It is the one advo- 
cated by government experts and 
considered most favorably by the 
growers, who are doubtful of the 
success of any makeshift. 


As for the grain situation, over 
one hundred million bushels of grain 
have been consumed each year in 
production of alcohol. As all of the 
grain thus used can be diverted Into 
other markets with Iittle disturb- 
ance, there will be no appreciable 
loss to farmers who have been rais- 
ine grain for the brewers and (‘is- 
tillers. A much smaller percentage 
of the barley. rye and corn crops hes 
gone into alechol than is generaliv 
supposed. Rye is usually associated 
with whisky first and bread after- 
wards. Yet nearly half of the rve 
produced in recent years has been 
milled into flour,. while only one- 
sixth has gone to distilleries. One- 
fourth of the barley crop has been 
used for alcohol. The several mil- 
lions of bushels of corn yearly ded- 
icated to Bacchus are a mintte part 
of the United States’ corn crop, 
which will be absorbed into the gen- 
eral corn market. 


Hops, which are grown in this 
country almost entirely for the brew- 
ing industry. are more affected by 
the coming dry regime than are the 
grains. Not even the hop growers 
know whether hop cultivation has a 
future in a dry country. That de 
pends on foreign countries, particu- 
larly on Germany. If Germany wins 
back her hop trade with England, 
Japan, France and South America, 
then the United States hop growers 
will have almost no foreign market 
for their product. If Germany is 
boycotted our hop will 
flourish — maybe. Meantime, some 
hop growers enlarge their farms 
with a wise air, and others cautious- 
ly go out of

Corporations’ Hands. 
New Prosperity Expected to 
be One of Results.

No Early Change is Seen in 
Wage Controversy. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE } 
BAKERSFIELD, April 6.-—The 
ol4 Kern River ficld, the mother of 
all the oll development in Califor- 
tia, is fast falling inte the hands of 
the big corporations. With the an- 
mneuncement last week that the 
Standard Ol] Company had pur- 
chased 160 acres from the Black 
Jack, Kern River, Kern Four and 
Four Oil companies for approxi- 
mately $2500 an acre, it has been 
revealed that the Standard has ac- 
Guired more than 600 acres of the 
old field within the last few years. 
Some 2600 acres have been in the 
hands of the Associated Oi] Com- 
pany ever sinco the company was 
Organized. Thirteen hundred acres 
are owned by the Kern River Oil 


Southern Pacific's fuel department, 
and about 400 by the Santa Fe. 
The latter company is extending 
its operations south of the river and 
the fleld is broadening out in both 
Cirections. The Santa Fe to the 
Fouth is drilling four wells at the 
foot of China grade and thére is talk 
of other operators seeking locations 
On the heights further south and 
just northeast of the city Mmitg of 
Dakerefield. 

To the north and northwest the 
Standard is developing a large area 
which extends clear to Poso Creek, 
a distance of seven miles from the 
main field. 

OLD WELLS YIELDING. 

The old wells, too, are being 
worked to the utmost. In the hands 
of the big companies, the ancient 
holes are being made to yield more 
oil than they had done for years. 
The Kern River *Otl Fields, Ltd., 
now has a production of more than 
£0,000 barrels a month from section 
33, 28-28. This showing is being 
made without having drilled a sin- 
gie new well on the section. Thus, 
indications would point to even a 


Freater prosrerity for the kern 
River field than the past has re- 
vealed. 


Higher prices for of] are the main 
actor in the work of the bie com- 
panies, but even at a profit of $1 a 
larrel it will be necessary for the 
Standard to extract 2500 barrels of 
oil from each acre of its latest pur- 
chase before it gets back even tee 
original purchase price, to y 
nothing of the interest and expenses 
of operating. 

But the Standard is

stratum ata deeper depth is the 
opinion of geojogists, and many of 
the old wells on the new)ly-acquited 
property will be deepened, it is be- 
lieved. 

AGENCY MEETING. 

The Independent Oil Producers’ 
Agency will hold its annual meeting 
end election of officers in Bakers- 
field on April ¥. The agency, head- 
ed by L. P. St. Clair, handles about 
12.000,000 barrels of oil annually. 

Development work is continuing 
on an extensSive scale, with the bulk 
of the work as usual in Kern county. 
Of the sixteen new wells spudded in 
lest week in the State, ten are in 
Kern county and eight of them in 
the Midway. Seven of the new 
wells were started by the Southern 
Pacific Fuel Oi] department. Four 
of them are on section 5, 22-23, 
two on section 17, 32-24 and one on 
section 11, 30-21.

Clair, “but the 
board will not modify Or amend the 
eward at the request of either party, 
fentil the same has been put into 
actual operation. Thereafter if there 
are any inequities or matters re- 
quiring a change in order that the 
award may be made more consist- 
ent with the principle emploved, 
the board will on presentation of the 
case make such subsequent rulings 
as the ¢ircumatances justify. 

“In any event the award as an- 
nounced under date of March 3 will 
stand as the decision of the board 
sublect only to such modifications 
aw may later be made in manner 
hefore specificd and does not re- 
quire anys formal acceptance by 
either the operators or the work- 
ers.”

It's a magic carpet, a good 
musical revue, Which wafts you in 
the twinkling of an eye froma trop- 
ical fale to Coney Isle; from the 
farm, always farmed by picturesque 
farmerettes with shiny new pitch- 
forks, to a New York cabaret, where 
they sing to their drink, but never 
drink it.

costume prodigally often behind a 
Kauze screen, and who really doesn't 
have to know how to sing, but does. 
Very charming, very dainty, very 
versatile in expression is this young 
woman, whose voice, while small, its 
most pleasing. In fact, one of the 
cha: ms of the show is that there 
aren't any leather-lunged soubrettes 
in it. Also, one mustn't forget the

There is no organization of 
chamber music more popular with 
the discriminating public than the 
Zoeliner Quartette, which has come 
to make ita home in Los Angeles.

DOROTHY GISH IN BRAND NEW 
COMEDY THRILLER.

Two of the photoplays that I went 
to see yesterday touch the skirts of 
war, the one behind and the otfier 
before. The post-bellum. story is 
called “Boots,” and is shown at 
Clune’s Broadway. The ante-bellum 


tale carries the appetizing title of 
“The §ilk-lined Burglar,” and is 
flashed at the Superba. Both are 
worth your while, especially as two 
favorite screen stars play leading 
roles. 

Dorothy Gish’s pretty talent for 
comedy has never been better dis- 
played than in “Boots.” the Clune 
offering. The story, that of a little 
London slavey who served her coun- 
try by unearthing a nest of Bol- 
sheviks, is full of thrills and excite- 
ments, and, what is even more to 
the purpose nowadays, when we are 
all hungering for a let-up in the 
form of laughter, it is also full of 
innocent and pleasant humor. 

Boots was a nice, romantic Cock- 
ney, niece to a lady who kept lod«- 
ers. Strange boarders came, the 
one, a fire-eating Bolsheviki, well 
played by Fontaine La Rue. the 
other young White, a detective from 
Scotland Yard, who was hot on 
the trail of the Russian conspira- 
tor. Richard Bartelmess is White. 
and a very fine White he is, too. 
So handsome and so fine that Boots, 
filled with admiring adoration, falls 
in love with him. Boots in love 
proves to be a serio-comic sight to 
all beholders. Dorothy Gish is de- 
lightful in the role. 

Much good “business” helps both 
the atmosphere and the characteri- 
zation in “Boots.” and it is not too 
much to say that the fight between 
the little slavey and the ruthless 
Russian woman, in the cellar un- 
der one of the noblest buildings in 
London, is as exciting as any wom- 
en's scrap ever screened. It will 
make you tremble and laugh and 
applaud. Kipling was_right—‘The 
female of the species,” etc. 


“The Lined Burglar.” 

The events chronicled so vividly 
in “The Silk Lined Burglar” occurred 
in the year 1916, and there’s a nice 
little collection of not . over-nice 
German spies Involved in the ex- 
citing plot. This story has a secret 
service man, instead of one from 
Scotland Yard, as hero. New York 
is the scene of activities, the Superba 
is the place where the entertaining 
picture is shown. 

You have guessed it — Priscilla 
Dean is the girl who plays the bur- 
giar. Evidently Miss Dean's man- 
ager feels confident that she has 
found her metier in crook plavs, and 
we are inclined to agree with him. 
There is something assertively pic- 


turesque about her personality, she * 


is chic and flery., she has an un- 
daunted eve, an alert body. She ap- 


pears to be afraid of nothing, and I 
am sure that she never descends to 
asking for a double, even when her 
adventures are dangerous to the 
blood-curdling point. 

There is much danger for the 
heroine of “The Silk Lined Bur-- 
giar,” but, of course, she emerges 
triumphant, though she has not been 
trained to such excitements. She 
does it all to help her flance, the 
secret service tnan, and the hse 
ia done for her by a profession 
Boston Blackie, convincingly por- 
trayed by Sam De Grasse. Another 
Sam on the programme is Sam Ap- 
pel, who plays the detective, Delano, 
& man very anxious to catch Boston 
Blackie with the goods, though he 
never succeeds in doing it. 

That good-looking and excellent 
actor, Ashton Dearholt, ts Meichoir, 
the secret service man. There are 
other well-trained players in the 
cast, and some of the night scenes 
are threateningly mysterious. In 
short, “The Silk Lined Burglar” ts 
a photoplay you'll like, if you like 
that sort of photoplay.
